URGED TO ACTION BY THE DEMO­

PENNSYLVANIA* PRIMARY IS TO 
BE PROBED 
SOON 


Washington, May 19.—(UP)—Urged 
to action by democratic charges of 
corruption and enormous campaign 
expenditures in the Pennsylvania pri­ 
mary, the senate today adopted reso­ 
lutions authorizing an immediate in­ 
vestigation of campaign expenses and 
contributions in senatorial contests. 
Senator Reed, democrat. Missouri, 
forced the resolution to a vote. 
The 
vote was 59 to 32. 
Reed, Missouri, introduced a resolu­ 
tion to authorize an investigation of 
campaign expenses of all senators who 
come up for election this fall. He de­ 
manded immediate consideration but 
upon objection of Sen. Reed, Pennsyl­ 
vania, republican, it went over until 
tomorrow under the rules. 
The Mis­ 
souri senator, however, insisted upon 
immediate consideration and moved 
that his resolution be taken up. 
Observing that there had been 34 
votes against taking up the resolu­ 
tion to investigate and only 13 against 
the resolution itself, Reed observed 
sarcastically that In the 7% minutes 
elapsing between the votes 21 sena­ 
tors had changed their minds. 
That’s not fair,” shouted Curtis, 
majority leader, running down the 
aisle. 
‘‘There's a difference between 
voting to take up a measure and vot­ 
ing on the measure itself.” 
The difference,” retorted Reed, “is 
that in the first instance a senator can 
make the excuse that he didn't want 
to displace other important business. 
If I had waited until tomorrow to 
press this, the same excuse would 
have been raised.”

paigns. 
Reed announced he would ask soon 
for an appropriation to defray the cost 
of the investigation. He said he hoped 
the movement “from the rear to the 
mourners’ bench in front” would con­ 
tinue. 
Reed said he had heard rumors that 
in the recent Illinois primary between 
$1,000,000 and $1,500,000 was spent by 
some candidates. 
‘‘If that charge is true, the country 
ought to know it,” he said. 
“It is charged that between $2,000,- 
OOO and $5,000,000 was spent in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
If that is true, every man 
concerned in it ought to be sent to 
the penitentiary as soon as he can be 
tried.

B r a in e r d misses Leon E. Lum. 
He was one of the m ost 
ardent champions for adequate water levels in our lakes. 
In look­ 
ing over some old correspondence we came across a le tte r he 
wrote in July of last year, addressed to the Secretary of W ar. 
He mentioned: “The U. S. Engineer in St. Paul is releasing 
water from the upper Mississippi reservoir at a time when lie 
knows and everybody on the river knows is wholly improper and 
says it is under your orders. 
“As to the Gull lake reservoir which was built by private 
subscription in part, the release is in violation of the understand­ 
ing with the government. 
“If the Mississippi above St. Louis is to be used, there must 
be water in September and October to move crops and coal. 
The 
reservoirs were intended to store the June and July rains and 
control spring floods. 
The river is low and the reservoirs are 
low now. Action should be prompt.” 
In additional memoranda Mr. Lum wrote: “This or prefer­ 
ably an editorial to the same effect should be published and a 
copy sent the senators and Congressman Knutson. 
A. M. Op- 
sahl has the engineer’s letter. 
It contains the only good excuse 
(if true) the engineer’s office ever had.” 
Lum has passed away, but the good work he started is being 
carried on by our citizens. In a telegram addressed to Mr. Opsahl, 
Congressman Knutson called attention to a meeting of IT. S. en­ 
gineers at the Secretary of War office on Monday this week. 
It 
takes time to make an impression on a government department, 
but with a united front of Brainerd citizens and organizations, 
tourist and resort owner interests, Minnesota congressmen and 
senators, it is hoped to have this water level question of our lakes 
and the Mississippi river placed on a modern footing, cognizant 
of the developments which have taken place since lumbering and 
logging has about vanished.

Trenton, N. J., May 19.— (UP)—Gov­ 
ernor Harry Moore of New Jersey to­ 
day denied the state of Wisconsin’s 
request for extradition of Dr. Vincent

resulting in the death of a child," said 
Governor Moore.
